The report was adopted, as was also the 
statement of accounts, which showed that 
£4,326 had been paid in direct relief in 
the year; excess of expenditure over in- 
come was £3,653, and the final balance 
showed assets valued £22,194 (calculated at 
purchase price). The Council, it was 
stated, had to be prepared for any con- 
silerable loss with future sellings of invest- 
ments, but it was hoped they would be in a 
position to maintain the children still on 
te funds. To date £186,315 had been dis- 


bursed in relief.
